Hi Jeff, 


Thanks so much for taking the time to supply all the documentary data. I 
haven't read the books you mention, and will certainly look for them. They 
sound very interesting and enlightening. One of the really fascinating 
things about history is how different it can look from different points of 
view. :) Certainly the W J Baker book ‘A History of the Marconi Company', 
though not (according to its strongly-worded disclaimer) in any way an 
official organ of the Company, certainly was sympathetic to it, though 
overall I felt it came across as fairly objective. 


There is also the element here, as arises whenever you start talking about 
Marconi and the Marconi *xCompanyx, that there was doubtless a significant 
separation between the man and the company he founded, certainly once 
Godfrey Isaacs took over direct operational management of it in 1909. 
Isaacs, as you may know, was a very aggressive businessman first and 
foremost, and he took over a company in very shaky financial condition. It 
is not inconceivable to me that some of what your sources describe xmayx 
have been, to an extent, "semi-official" company policy, but from what level 
that policy derived is anybody's guess -- or research project. :) From what 
I have learned of Marconi himself, however (though there is no doubt that he 
himself had a very astute business sense), I doubt that he would have 
condoned the kinds of practices Alvin Harlow describes. But I'd be tickled 
to be proven wrong on this. Maybe a new biography needs to be written! 


There is an interesting analog here in the news right now -- whether the 
disgusting racism and bigotry displayed by Mark Fuhrman is or was actually 
institutionalized within the command structure of the LAPD, or whether it 
was simply a case of one (or, as even the LAPD apologists admit, as many as 
a few hundred) "bad apples". The same questions arise in my mind with 
respect to the information reported by Tomlinson and Harlow. 


But discovering the truth of such things is what history is about, and I am 
very interested to learn more. As I said, I'm just starting out on this 
historical adventure, right now reading the W. P. Jolly biography, which is 
quite good.

..are interesting to me, in that the use of the word "countries" doesn't 
really make sense in this context -- at least not to me, as "countries" 
typically don't "employ" wireless operators. Therefore, I'm not yet 
persuaded that your emphasis on this distinction is justified, in the light 
of several other sources reporting a definitive company policy of assistance 
to any vessel in distress. 


The other missing data point here is xtimex. I'm not sure what time period 
your sources are talking about here, and that's probably rather important. 
You could probably fill me in on that. 


It has occurred to me that the Marconi Company and a lot of its putative 
practices remind me very poignantly of another large monopolistic 
corporation in the forefront of today's technology, a company who just 
released a long-awaited new product... :) The parallels are quite 
interesting, actually. 


Hope you have time to keep this thread going, Jeff. By the way, there are a 
couple other guys on the BA list who are very interested in the history of 
this period, also, and if you're interested we might include them in 
whatever ongoing debates ensue.

After reading through all the comments (thanks much, folks), I decided 
to do something about those pretzel dial faces. A wet paper towel and 
some pressure did wonderful things for both the dial face and the clear 
plastic cover. Water has a huge effect. After soaking them all day, I 
put them between two aluminum cookie sheets, got a big pot of water 
boiling, and put it on top of the cookie sheets. I figure that raised 
the temps to 50-60 C anyway. 


While the parts aren't optically flat, they are a great improvement on 
what they were, so they're going back into the box. 


I found that the standby relay was wired differently than shown on the 
schematic. It was wired to ground the oscillator grid drive, which 
killed all the bias on the 6F6. I didn't like that, so wired it up per 
the schematic, a short across the oscillator coil when the relay is in 
"standby." That leaves the bias resistor in the circuit. 


One other circuit I don't like the looks of is the VR tube feed. It is 
through 4K ohms from 450 to 255 volts, or 50 ma. That's a lot to put 
through VR tubes, even though it is only during warmup. From quick 
calculations and the looks of the circuits, the most that the tubes are 
drawing is around 30 ma., and I may cut 10 ma. out of that circuit and 
see how it plays.

has all her wax paper firecrackers AND the original screw-on electrolytics.

Plays a little weak, but the Zenith electrodynamic speaker and 
transformer I'm using is probably mismatched and thus losing volume. 


But yes, the nearly 100% original parts is impressive. From the dust in the 
corners 
I can tell this set has never been out of the case. 


We should check the brand names on those caps -- National must have used a real 
quality supplier. 


Or maybe they mounted the wax paper caps better. Some builders would bend the 
leads 

around and attach them under terrific tension, trying to get the leads as 
short as possible. THis causes the lead to pull away from the foil inside, 
and the cap opens up (usually intermittently at first #$%%&).

If you stay right 
ther ein the room while the radio's playing, you should be able to power down 
quickly if something goes wrong, before a tube grid or power xformer burns up.
